DETERMINED Brian Semple has 
been named Slimming World’s Man 
of the Year after shedding more than 
15 stone - leaving him half the man 
he once was. 

The 63-year-old grandfather-of-three used to tip 
the scales at 28st 81bs, but now weighs in at a fit 
and healthy 13st. 

The Rochester-based traffic technology 
consultant set out on his remarkable slimming 
journey after admitting he was “living on memo¬ 
ries instead of living life”. 

He said even walking short distances was a 
trial: “I remember sitting down 26 times when I 
just tried to walk a mile because my hips and 
knees were aching so much. 

“I love watching rugby and I’m a passionate 
Ireland supporter. But when I used to go to match¬ 
es I couldn’t fit through the turnstiles at 
Lansdowne Road stadium, I had to waddle through 
the gate that was usually reserved for VIP cars.” 

Brian’s weight led to heart irregularity, high 
blood pressure, hip, knee and mobility problems 
and his work also suffered as he struggled with 
constant fatigue. 

He recalled: “Because of my size I withdrew 
from family life and from society, but didn’t admit 
it to myself.” 

The turning point came after Brian’s landlady 
encouraged him to join the Rochester branch 
of Shmming World, setting him on the road to 
conquer a 40-year battle with weight. 

Brian said: “I couldn’t get weighed on domestic 
scales and it was a shock to discover I weighed 28st 
121b when I first stepped on to the Slimming World 
scales, but my consultant made me feel reafiy wel¬ 
come and reassured me of complete confidentiahty. 

“I lost 111b in my first week and half a stone the 
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M fi§ Jools Holland in concert last week at Rochester Castle.

CCTV footage 
helps put 'evil' 
attacker in jail

A THUG has been jailed for 
five years for a sickening 
attack on the manager of a 
boat yard. 

Jamie Button, 35, of Old Road, 
Chatham, repeatedly kicked his 
defenceless victim in the head after 
punching him to the ground. 

After going through his pockets 
the yob, branded “evil” in court, left 
unconscious Adrian Larkin for dead, 
but the attack was caught on CCTV 
cameras. 

Button, who had pleaded guilty to 
robbery, assault causing actual bodi¬ 
ly harm and attempted theft at a 
previous hearing, was sentenced 
with two accomplices at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Friday. 

Bryan Cunningham, 22, from 
Gravel Walk, Rochester, pleaded 
guilty to theft and attempted theft 
and was a given a sentence of 330 
days in prison, suspended for two 
years and ordered to do 200 hours 
community service. 

Keith Hedley, 35, of Old Road, 
Chatham, was given a nine-month sus¬ 
pension order and curfew for 90 days. 

The three men broke into 
Allington Marina on February 3 to 
steal a dinghy, but were caught by 
Mr Larkin, the son of the owner, who 
lived on the property. 

The managing director of the boat 
yard was escorting them out when 
the vicious attack took place at its 
entrance gates. 


Prosecutor Alex Rooke told the 
court that Button, “punched Larkin 
very hard to the head. Larkin then 
rocketed back and slid down the 
gate to the ground. 

“Button kicked him repeatedly 
to the face then rummaged through 
his pockets and was joined by 
Cunningham. 

“The ferocity of the attack was evil.” 

In sentencing, recorder Dafydd 
Enoch QC said Button had been 
caught “red-handed in my view” and 
added that the CCTV footage was a 
“chilling video to watch”. 

After the hearing the victim’s 
father, Peter Larkin, said he felt 
Button deserved the five-year jail 
term - if not longer behind bars. 

Brutality 

He said being told what had hap¬ 
pened to his son was the “most dev¬ 
astating thing that can happen to a 
family. Your world falls apart and 
everything you’ve built is potentially 
destroyed.” 

He said he found the CCTV footage 
sickening to watch. 

“Every time I watch it it makes me 
feel sick, the sheer brutality, the fact 
that any individual can - unpro¬ 
voked - turn as nasty as that man 
turned, I still find worrying.” 

Detective Inspector Kris Hill, who 
led the investigation, said: “I am 
very pleased these men have been 
brought to justice for such a callous 
and senseless attack. 

“I have been in the force for 15 
years and seldom have I witnessed 
such needless violence where the 
victim was left for dead.”

Motorcyclist killed 
on notorious road 

A MOTORCYCLIST was killed in a col¬ 
lision with a lorry on the Isle of Grain. 

The biker, who has not been named 
by police, hit the HGV on the A228 on 
Monday at 8.15am. 

Emergency services were called to 
the scene but were unable to save the 
injured motorcyclist’s life. Paramedics 
pronounced him dead at the scene. 

The cause of the fatal crash is being 
investigated by Kent police’s serious 
collision investigation unit. 

Booze control bid 
given thumbs up 

PLANS to crackdown on nuisance 
drinking in Gillingham and Strood 
have been given the green light by 
councillors. 

The latest two Alcohol Control 
Zones give police and authorised 
council officers the power to confis¬ 
cate booze from anyone who is caus¬ 
ing a nuisance in a public place. 

The Gillingham zone stretches from 
Marlborough Road to Toronto Road, 
while the Strood equivalent includes 
the Civic Centre area, Grove Road car 
park and Byrant Road library. 

Search for mystery 
Lotto ticket holder 

LOTTO players are being urged to re¬ 
check their tickets after a prize of 
more than £67,000 went unclaimed. 

The winning ticket was bought in 
Medway for the Saturday, June 28 
draw - but the beneficiary has yet to 
come forward. 

The lucky numbers were 7, 12, 19, 
23,46,48 and the bonus ball was 28. 

A National Lottery spokesman said: 
“We’re desperate to find this mystery 
ticket-holder and unite them with 
their winnings.”

Power stations told 


Full honours for 
Helmand mine 
victim 'Jimmy' 

THE funeral of a Chatham soldier killed 
in Afghanistan took place yesterday. 

A service for Lance Corporal James 
Johnson, 31, was held at Barham 
Crematorium and marked with full 
military honours. 

The Scottish-bom father-of-one, who 
was raised in Medway, died after 
stepping on a landmine while on patrol 
in Lashkar Gar in May. 

He became the 110th British service¬ 
men to be killed in Afghanistan. He 
leaves behind his fiance Bernadette 
Broadley and his daughter Shannon. 

At the time of his son’s death, devastat¬ 
ed father, Lawrence Johnson, said: “I 
am very proud of my son for being a 
soldier. It was his life. 

“He always wanted to be in the Army 
since he was a small boy. He loved it.” 

His wife-to-be added: “He was my best 
friend and my fiancee. I am very, very 
proud of him being a brave soldier.”

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POLLUTION: Environment Audit Committee has called on coal-fired power stations like Kingsnorth to reduce harmful emissions 


AN INFLUENTIAL parliamentary 
panel wants to see an end to the use 
of coal-fired power plants - unless 
they can adopt “clean” technology in 
the near future. 

The Environment Audit Committee’s report 
recommends that Government set a deadline 
by which all power stations must reduce the 
amount of harmful emissions being pumped 
into the atmosphere. 

The in-depth report concludes: “By setting 
such a deadline and making its intentions clear 
a strong signal will be sent to the power gener¬ 
ation industry about the future of coal and the 
importance of CSS (carbon capture storage).” 

The EAC’s recommendations mean Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown’s could not back new 
coal-fired power stations. 

This includes the two units which are 
planned for Kingsnorth on the Hoo peninsula, 
both could be refused. 

World Development Movement climate 
policy officer, Tim Jones, welcomed the report. 

He said: “The Government should be closing 
down dirty coal power stations, not allowing 
new ones to be built. 

“The Government should also certainly not be 
relying on CSS - an unproven technology - to 
justify new coal power stations.” 

These sentiments were backed by screen icon 
Robert Redford last week, who released a state¬ 
ment through the WDM. 

The veteran actor and director’s letter was read 
at the Kent, Coal and Climate Change evening at 
Fort Amherst in Chatham, just weeks ahead of the 
planned Camp for Climate Action protest, expect¬ 
ed to be attended by more than 2,000 eco-activists. 

Mr Redford’s statement read: “Coal power 
plants are bad for public health; they are bad 


for the environment close by in proximity as 
well as much farther away, as pollution is taken 
by wind and water 

“They contribute greatly to climate impacts 
in a highly negative manner; and thus are 
ultimately very bad for the local and larger 
economies. 

“It is ultimately a bad investment on all lev¬ 
els. There are sensible alternatives involving 
conservation and sustainable sources of energy, 
which have none of coal’s negative impacts.” 

The Camp for Climate Action is set to take 
place on ground neighbouring Kingsnorth 


power station. 

The precise location has yet to be revealed. 

Site owners E.ON yesterday applied to the 
Royal Courts of Justice to extend an injunction 
against any would-be eco-intruders during the 
week-long protest. 

The application would prohibit protestors 
from the airspace above the power station and 
from the sea and jetty around the station. 

The camp’s Davy Jones said: “E.ON seem to 
be running scared, as they return to the High 
Court to try to stem the groundswell of opposi¬ 
tion to their plans.”

TV licence figures 
make poor viewing 

CHATHAM has held on to the 
dubious honour of Kent’s number 
one town for licence-dodgers, 
according to TV Licensing. 

New figures show 416 residents 
in the town were caught watching 
television without a licence during 
the first six months of 2008. 

This figure made Chatham top of 
the county’s non-payers - ahead of 
Margate and Gillingham. 

But the table has been accused of 
being a Kent league table of 
deprived areas in an effort to boost 
BBC coffers at a time when the cor¬ 
poration is under fire for wasting 
moeny. 

TV Licensing spokesman Joanna 
Pearce said: “Buying a TV licence is 
simple and can be done in minutes 
online, so there’s no excuse” 


UNION bosses have promised 
further strike action across Medway 
if their pay demands are not by the 
Government. 

The threat was made by Unison’s 
Medway branch secretary Brian Kelly 
following last week’s 48-hour walkout. 

More than 100 council workers 
abandoned their posts on Wednesday 
and Thursday, leaving schools, 
libraries and other key services badly 
affected. 

That picture was mirrored across 
England and Wales, with thousands 
of public sector employees joining 
picket lines in protest at the 
Government’s below-inflation pay 
offer of 2.45 per cent. 

Mr Kelly said the union was 
already planning more industrial 
action and urged the Government to 
up its pay deal. 

He said: ‘We will wait to see if 
representatives from the Government 
up their pay offer, but if they don’t 


then there are already planned 
strikes for the future. 

“The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
confirmed earlier this week that the 
rate of inflation is running at 3.8 per 
cent, this only reinforces our case. 

With petrol going up by 22 per 
cent and mortgages going up by eight 
per cent, the deal being offered to us 
represents a wage cut.” 

During the two-day strike council 
bosses were forced to shut libraries 
across the towns, with workers join¬ 
ing a picket line outside the council 
HQ in Gun Wharf, Chatham. 

Mr Kelly said the pay protest had 
an impact. 

“I felt the two days were successful. 
We had about 80 people outside Gun 
Wharf office and the best part of 100 
attended lobby at Command House.” 

A spokesman for Medway council 
said: We believe fewer than 30 non¬ 
teaching members of staff took part 
in this week’s strike.” 
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Engineering benefits of

The partnership with SEGi College is 
intended to increase the supply of skilled 
engineers. 

Atkins professor Chun-Qing Li, head of 
the civil engineering department based in 
Chatham, said: “We run high-quality 
undergraduate and postgraduate degrees 
in civil engineering which can help 
Malaysia boost its qualified workforce.” 

Bhangra beats help raise 
money for cancer charity 

A BOLLYWOOD bonanza evening 
celebrating Indian culture raised more 
than £1,500 for charity. 

The spice-infused event was hosted by 
Mid-Kent College in aid of Macmillan 
Cancer Care’s Medway Maritime Hospital 
unit fund and featured Indian dancers, 
mouth-watering cuisine and bhangra beats. 

College representatives handed a cheque 
for £1,557 to Macmillan’s Joyce Sanders on 
Monday afternoon. 

New officer ingratiates 
himself with association 

BORSTAL’S new neighbourhood constable 
immediately made friends with people on 
his patch - by presenting a group with a 
cheque for £400. 

PC Nick Herbert, who took over the 
Rochester west beat from PC Mel Ling last 
Monday, handed over the cash to members of 
the Borstal Active Retirement Association. 

Chairman Ted Bower, 72, joked: “The 
police were keen to support us, because if 
we were not here we could be out on the 
streets causing trouble.” 

Parents targeted to stop 
mini-motorbike nuisance

before buying mini-motorbikes for their 
children. 

PC Andy Ledger, who spearheaded a 
crackdown on nuisance off-road vehicles in 
Medway, is hoping to prevent a rise in 
reports of bike-related anti-social behavior 
on the towns’ roads.

Queen holds power to reinstate former glory 


United front needed 
if ’city' is to return

A CAMPAIGN bidding to regain 
Rochester’s historic city status has 
been launched. 

The determined drive - backed by 
Yourmedway - comes ten years after an 
administrative error cost Rochester its title, 
which had been held for 787 years. 

The blunder led to a decade of finger¬ 
pointing by accusatory members of Medway’s 
political parties. 

River ward councillor Craig Mackinlay, who 
is leading the charge for the reinstatement of 
city status, said a united front was needed in 
order for the campaign to be successful. 

He said: “It’s time for the blame to stop and 
for all to work together to regain the title that 
is rightfully ours.” 

Mr Mackinlay, who is running for the 
Conservative nomination for the Rochester 
and Strood parliamentary seat, is taking his 
campaign to the streets of Medway - asking 
shoppers and residents to sign a petition for 
the title to be returned. 

He said he hopes to present “tens of 
thousands of signatures” to the Queen, who 
holds the power to return Rochester to its 
former city glory. 

Mr Mackinlay said: “The most recognisable 
symbol of city status was always the existence 
of a diocesan cathedral, a feature Rochester 
obviously has. 


“Given the population size and also the 
castle, substantial regeneration and the 
ongoing application for World Heritage Status 
for Chatham, it’s time for a concerted new 
effort for city status.” 

Rochester lost its title in 1998 when a form 
was not lodged upon the creation of Medway 
council as a unitary authority. 

The error was spotted by the City of 


Rochester Society four years later. 

CRS president Bob Ratcliffe said: “It was one 
of the darkest days for local pride but we 
continue the battle.” 

Rochester’s Pickwick Club chairman Cyril 
Baldwin added: “I could never understand 
why city status was lost, how can we have one 
of the most impressive castles in the country 
and a cathedral and not be called a city?” 


Council leader plays down 'a' daft mistake 


EAGLE-eyed residents have contacted the 
council en masse after blundering 
contractors erected a misspelt road sign. 

Workers omitted the first ‘a’ in Hempstead 
Valley Drive, a major road running through 
the heart of council leader Rodney 
Chambers’ ward of Hempstead and 
Wigmore. 

Medway’s Liberal Democrat group leader 
Geoff Juby said of the glaring spelling error: 
“This is ridiculous, you would think the 
council could get the road names right, 
especially in the council leader’s ward. 

“I’m surprised Cllr Chambers hasn’t 


spotted the mistake in his own backyard 
and had it corrected. 

“Local people know that Hempstead is 
spelt with an ‘a’. It is a shame the council 
doesn’t seem to know it as well. 

“What makes this mistake even more 
annoying is that the local taxpayers are 
going to have to pay for a new sign as a 
result of this daft mistake.” 

Medway council leader Rodney Chambers 
said: “The sign has been reported to the 
council. It is regrettable, but mistakes do 
happen and a new sign will be installed 
early next week”.

Bigger venue 
on cards for 
hit concerts

THE Summer Concerts have been 
hailed a huge success after 
attracting more than 13,000 music 
lovers across the four-night run. 

Hundreds of hamper-wielding concertgoers 
filled Rochester Castle each night, from the 
opening soul night through to Saturday’s 
phenomenal philharmonic finale. 

Such was the support for the outdoor 
events that the council revealed a new, larger 
venue was tentatively being sought. 

Events manager Carl Madjitey said: “We 
need to find somewhere else to hold the 
concerts if we really want to crank it up and 
there are one or two areas we’re looking at. 

“With that being said, I thought this year’s 
event was a great success - all four of the 
concerts went very well and all the feedback 
has been very positive. 

“I was most pleased with the attendances - 
there was a groundswell of support from the 
outset which makes my job easier. 

“The attitude of concertgoers was also 
excellent. All of the perfomers have been in 
touch to say how much they enjoyed playing.” 

Mr Madjitey, who performed in the popular 
Soul Party group on Wednesday’s Edwin 
Starr Band night, said a concert highlight 
was hard to pick. 

He said: “Playing on the opening night gave 
me a different kind of buzz, but Jools Holland 
and Mark Almond were exceptional and 
Status Quo rocked the castle once again. 

“Having said that, the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra had a number of technical 
difficulties and problems with the wind to 
overcome and yet still put on a superb show. 

“I loved it when everybody celebrated the 
Union Jack unashamedly and it was great to 
have a giant flag hanging from the castle - 
that was fantastic.” 

An unofficial fifth day of the Summer 
Concerts came on Sunday afternoon in the 
form of Under Siege, which gave Medway’s 
talented teenagers the chance to take the 
stage. More than a dozen solo artists and 
bands were given the chance to perform, 
watched on by a crowd of at least 2,000 people. 

Mr Madjitey praised council leader Rodney 
Chambers for his role in the event. 

He said: “I was very pleased with Under 
Siege as I have wanted to find a mechanism 
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to give young people a platform to perform 
for years. Teenagers were also given the 
opportunity to man the sound desk and deal 
with the technical side of a performance. 

“This event was largely thanks to Rodney 
Chambers, who made all the necessary 
arrangements, such as ensuring the stage 
was kept up for an extra day. I definitely 
want to put something like that on again.” 



Riverside thefts cause 
bosses to close walkway 


A ROUND-the-clock security presence could 
not stop thieves raiding the Rochester Riverside 
site for the second time in a week - stripping 
away more than £200,000 in steel posts. 

The brazen thefts have forced regeneration 
bosses to close the mile-long walkway and 
cycle path running across the development 
site, just five weeks after it was opened. 

Medway council’s economic growth boss 
Jane Chitty said: “This is a very sad case of the 
few spoiling it for the many. 

“In the interests of public safety, we have no 
choice, but to close it while we carry out a 
further review of security.” 

Thieves took 100 posts and 148 handrails 
from the site on Tuesday, July 8 after 
breaking into the site through security gates 
in Gas House Lane. 

Security was immediately stepped up, with 
workers on site round-the-clock. 

These measures were breached just a week 
later when thieves forced open the perimeter 
fence in Furrells Road, taking 82 posts and 
200 handrails. 


Slow going for motorists 
due to the blade runners 

GIANT wind turbine blades were 
transported across the county from Medway 
this week - causing traffic delays. 

The second batch of 47m-long loads rolled 
out of Chatham Docks on Monday at 5.30am 
and 11am on Monday, travelling through 
Medway to Blue Bell Hill, before heading on 
to the M20 down to Romney Marsh. 

Forty-eight loads were due to make the 
journey, with the last later today, all 
travelling under police escort. 

The final three loads are scheduled to be 
moved in September. 

MP accuses the council 
of looting town's history' 

A HISTORIC building at the centre of a 
political row sold at auction on Friday for 
£140,000. 

Park Lodge, situated at the Canterbury 
Street entrance to Gillingham Park, was 
bought by a local doctor. 

Labour MP for Gillingham Paul Clark 
opposed the sale and accused the Tory-led 
Medway council of‘looting the town’s history”. 

But deputy council leader Alan Jarrett hit 
back by saying: “I resent the accusations. Park 
Lodge was auctioned with strict conditions to 
ensure it is retained as a gateway feature for 
our Heritage Lottery Fund bid.”

Landlords welcome 
police partnership 

LANDLORDS across Medway have pledged to 
“serve drinks, not drunks” as part of a summer 
crackdown on alcohol-related crime. 

Since Friday, extra police patrols have been 
taking to the streets at peak times, while walk¬ 
through metal detectors and sniffer-dog 
patrols have also been deployed. 

Chief Inspector Iain Mackenzie said: “This is 
an excellent example of how we work with 
licensees to create a safe and vibrant environ¬ 
ment for people to socialise.” 

Staff from two neighbouring Rochester pubs, 
the Eagle Tavern and City Wall, joined neigh¬ 
bourhood officers to show off “serve drinks, not 
drunks” T-shirts in the High Street. 

City Wall owner Sanjay Ravel said: ‘We were 
keen to back this campaign and show people 
how closely we work with the police. There is 
not a huge problem but it is good to know that 
we have the back-up of the police if needed.” 

Research shows that at this time of year 
there is more anti-social behaviour and an 
increase in violent incidents, especially in 
areas with plenty of nightlife. 

The Safer Summer campaign aims to reduce 
these incidents by promoting safe socialising 
and reminding people, particularly those who 
enjoy a busy social life, to stay in control.

Can you tell us a little about yourself? 

A I was bom in Chatham and educated at 
Rainham Mark Grammar. I am chartered 
accountant and chartered tax adviser with my 
own practice in Chatham.

How and why did you get involved in the Round Table? 



A My family has always been involved in the 
community so when Round Table was sug¬ 
gested it seemed a natural thing to do. City of 
Rochester Round Table was suffering from low 
membership and I’d like to think I’ve been an 
important player in keeping it alive and help¬ 
ing it thrive. 


What sort of things do you do? 


A in Round Table the motto is fun, fellowship 
and fund-raising. In my 18 years we must 
have raised and distributed close to £100,000 
and have been key in local anti-graffiti activi¬ 
ties. Round Table isn’t just about fund-raising. 
We have days out - sailing, fishing, paint¬ 
balling - and have made use of the interna¬ 
tional network for visits around the world. 


How passionate are you about the graffiti campaign? 

Graffiti is a first indicator of the break¬ 
down of a community. Where graffiti starts, 


dilapidation follows and with it anti-social 
behaviour, creating a climate of fear. It is a 
dreadful form of criminal damage. I would like 
to see Medway graffiti-free and have used 
community service offenders in the work. I 
introduced the partnership of Round Table 
and the probation service to the national 
Round Table Association and won the nation¬ 
al community service award last year with 
clean-up projects initiated across the country.

Why did you decide to run as a councillor? 


A Becoming an elected councillor was a natu¬ 
ral progression of being a community 
activist. I also felt that my career skills would 
be an asset towards the efficient management 
of an annual council budget of £500 million. 


Q 


How pleased were you to be voted in? 


A To be voted in as a community leader is a 
unique opportunity and I was delighted to 
be elected, with the win sweetened by the 
knowledge that the ward had never elected a 
Conservative before. 

Q What are the main areas that need to be addressed in 
River ward? 

A River is a unique ward, with both inner city 
deprivation and the relative affluence of St 
Mary’s Island. Drugs and prostitution are a 
problem. The regeneration of Chatham will 
bring other challenges of a bigger population 


and congestion. River ward has some of 
Medway’s finest historical features - Fort 
Amherst and the Dockyard - and the opportu¬ 
nity of World Heritage status will place 
Medway on the international map. The High 
Street requires careful nurturing to make it a 
thriving regional shopping centre, creating 
jobs and investment. It’s an exciting time.

What are the best parts of your job? 


A We all have causes to gripe about one pub¬ 
lic service or another. Being a councillor 
means your own gripe, or one raised by a con¬ 
stituent, gets a response. A call to the police 
area commander, local MP, head of the NHS 
trust or chief executive of the council will be 
answered and action will be taken. To know 
your influence has improved a decision or pre¬ 
vented a bad one is particularly satisfying. 

Q What do you like to do when you're not working or 
Round Tabling? 

A I’m a keen sailor and keep a boat at 
Gillingham marina. I’m passionate about 
the river and believe it should be an integral 
part of Medway’s regeneration.

Drug arrests rise after 
dealers are targeted

CRIME across the county has 
dropped by 10.3 per cent in the last 
year, according to the latest statistics. 

A total of 15,133 fewer offences were commit¬ 
ted between April, last year, and this March, com¬ 
pared with the previous year. 

But the same figures revealed an rise of 18 per 
cent in offences relating to drugs. 

Reductions were seen in the areas of violent 
crime, criminal damage, burglary and vehicle 
crime. 

Police say the rise in drugs offences is a result 
of the work undertaken to destroy networks. 

The force said the total of 3,524 recorded drugs 
offences - up 548 on 2007 - was because of offi¬ 
cers’ success in destroying supply networks. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary Beautridge 
called the latest figures “good news”. 

He said: “It is encouraging that the number of 
crimes being committed continues to fall even 
now and we will work hard to continue to improve 
the reductions we’ve seen in the last year.” 

Police said across the county the chances of 
being a victim of crime are decreasing, with 80 
offences to every 1,000 persons. 

This figure is higher than in the neighbouring 
county of Surrey, but police have stressed a “like 
for like” comparison is not appropriate as Kent 
has more areas of deprivation. 

Mr Beautridge said: “The commitment of Kent 
Police, our officers and staff, and the help we 
receive from the public have all contributed 
towards this excellent achievement in tackling 
and reducing crime. 

“Our neighbourhood policing teams have 
formed close relationships with the communities 
they are protecting and serving, enabling officers 
to deal with local crime issues more easily.” 

He added that the increase in reported drug 
offences was a reflection of the good work of offi¬ 
cers in this area. 


“Context must be applied here, as this shows 
we are targeting drug dealers,” he said. 

“No one wants to see dealers in the midst of a 
community, selling drugs to children. If we are 


contacted by concerned people we will act to com¬ 
bat this menace. My message to the drug dealers 
is: watch out. We will come after you and you will 
end up in prison.” 


KCC defends 
Zimbabwe 
shares link 

THE Green Party has accused 
Kent County Council of supporting 
Robert Mugabe’s “despotic” regime 
in Zimbabwe. 

The party claims KCC has more 
than a £100 million in shares in 
companies which have some 
involvement with the troubled 
African state. They say the author¬ 
ity has ignored calls for an ethical 
investment policy. 

The Greens say KCC has £109.5 
million invested in companies they 
claim have links with Zimbabwe. 

These are mining groups Anglo 
American and Rio Tinto, oil giants 
BP and Shell and banks Standard 
Chartered and Barclays. 

Spokesman Stuart Jeffrey said: 
“The Mugabe regime has been con¬ 
demned by all the major parties in 
the UK, yet county councillors 
refuse to consider the effects of 
their inaction. 

“Councillors should be called to 
account for their part in supporting 
unethical investments in the face of 
almost universal condemnation. 

“David Cameron has called for 
his party to examine its morals 
when it comes to investing, yet both 
Tory and Lib Dem councillors are 
prepared to maintain invest¬ 
ments.” 

A KCC spokesman said: “The 
council is responsible for the man¬ 
agement of the £2.6billion Kent 
pension fund. The fund covers 
about 200 public sector employers 
in the county and has about 40,000 
scheme members and another 
40,000 pensioners. 

“The fund committee has to get 
the best returns it can, otherwise 
the burden of the costs of pensions 
could fall on taxpayers. We leave 
decisions about which companies to 
invest in to investment managers 
as we need to maximise our returns 
and hold the managers accountable 
for their performance.”

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Hook up with a book for 
the Kent Year of Reading

'LIFE is so much better when you 
read’ - an enduring message and one 
that is at the heart of the 2008 Kent 
Year of Reading - the county’s contri¬ 
bution to the national campaign. 

Designed to boost literacy levels and encourage 
everyone to make reading part of their daily 
lives, the year-long programme was launched at 
County Hall in Maidstone in April. 

School children joined Kent County Council 
cabinet members on a sofa, a bed and deckchairs 
for a morning of storytelling, to help illustrate 
great places to read. 

Getting as many people as possible involved in 
the campaign has been made easier thanks to a 
broad programme of events in the county 
libraries. 

There was a ‘Living Library’ in Sevenoaks - 
one of only four nationwide - which allowed cus¬ 
tomers to borrow people from different profes¬ 
sions and walks of life for a conversation, and a 
‘Library in the Park’ in Dartford which opened 
on July 1 so that books could be browsed and bor¬ 
rowed in the great outdoors. 

Inspiration 

Other activities have included incentive 
schemes to encourage reading, author talks and 
a song writing competition in Dover - reinforcing 
the message that the skill of reading is vital in all 
aspects of life including music. 

More activities are planned - the most imme¬ 
diate is this year’s Reading Challenge which has 
an Olympic theme and encourages young people 
to spend some of the long summer break with 
their noses in books. 

The campaign has also been the inspiration 
behind the Kent Story - county council leader 
Paul Carter penned an opening chapter for 12 
books, one for each district, which are travelling 
from school to school with pupils writing their

own contribution to continue the tales. 

The project is being guided by the imaginations 
of the county’s young writers and artists and the 
finished books will be put on display at County 
Hall and then in libraries across the county. 

Work is also going on with prison inmates, 
young offenders and adult learners - with a 
focus on how improved literacy levels can open 
doors and radically change prospects at work 
and at home. 

“At the heart of all this activity is the determi¬ 
nation to change people’s attitudes to reading, 
particularly among those who don’t consider it 
important or relevant to their lives,” says strate¬ 
gic manager Gill Bromley, who is leading the 
project. 

“The Kent Year of Reading is not just about 
events - although these are a wonderful way to 
encourage the community to get involved. 


“Our main aim is to target those people for 
whom reading presents a challenge or isn’t that 
important. 

Vital 

“The best way to change this mindset is to 
encourage and promote the idea that literacy can 
help in so many aspects of life - it’s not just about 
settling down with a novel - but vital for surfing 
the net, applying for a passport or even reading 
the instructions on the microwave.” 

What about 2009 and beyond - will all this 
activity just stop? “Absolutely not,” says Ms 
Bromley. “The most important thing for us will 
be to establish the Kent Year of Reading’s legacy 
and ensure that this commitment to improving 
literacy levels and generating reading passion 
continues. Every year should be a Year of 
Reading.” 


Officers to 
lead way 
with e-life 
initiative 

A LEADERSHIP Academy has 
been launched by Kent police to 
develop the abilities of all officers - 
from police community support offi¬ 
cers to area commanders. 

It will record each participant’s 
developing abilities on the force’s 
internal internet - giving officers an 
“e-life” of how they are getting on in 
the training programmes. 

The academy was set up at the 
request of Chief Constable Michael 
Fuller, at the force headquarters in 
Maidstone, to spot and develop 
leadership talent and, ultimately, 
achieve higher standards of per¬ 
formance. 

The academy training is being tai¬ 
lored specifically to Kent’s needs. 

This includes live simulation 
training to test leadership and deci¬ 
sion-making skills in a range of sce¬ 
narios and critical incident situa¬ 
tions. 

Participants update their “e-life” 
regularly to show how their 
approach to their day-to-day work 
has benefited. 

Mr Fuller said: “Leadership is 
important at every level in the 
force. 

“We look to select leaders who 
inspire, motivate, set standards, 
support their staff and recognise 
good work. 

“This is why I was keen to invest 
in ensuring we have skilled and tal¬ 
ented leaders for the future. 

“I believe, through an innovative 
approach to training that includes 
live simulation of a range of scenar¬ 
ios our leaders could encounter, we 
will continue to improve our per¬ 
formance. 

“The feedback from those who 
have already taken part in the pro¬ 
gramme has been resoundingly 
positive.”

Report says 
primary 'must 

do better'

SKINNER Street Primary School 
has been given a Notice to 
Improve by Ofsted inspectors 
who rated the level of education 
as inadequate. 

The notice and bottom of the scale level 
four rating came after Ofsted’s Helen 
Hutchings found the Gillingham school to be 
performing “significantly less well than in 
all the circumstances it could reasonably be 
expected to”. 

A lack of monitoring of pupils’ progress 
was also said to have led to underachieve¬ 
ment, particularly in reading and mathe¬ 
matics between years two and six. 

Ofsted’s overall outlook was more positive, 
however, with the foundation stage graded 
as ‘good’, teaching and leadership among a 
group of ‘satisfactory’ areas and the school 
found to possess the capability to improve. 

Mrs Hutchings wrote: “Leadership and 
management are satisfactory and leaders at 
all levels have a clear direction for the 
future. 

“They work well together and with the 
local authority to improve teaching 
approaches within the school. 

“The success of the action taken to date, 
such as the improvement in standards and 
the attendance of older pupils, indicates that 
the school has the necessary capacity to 
develop further.” 

The report also lists the school’s self-evalu¬ 
ation procedures, pupils’ progress 


Grades given to the school 

Foundation Stage - good 
Personal development/well-being - satisfactory 
Achievement and standards - inadequate 
Teaching and learning - satisfactory 
Overall effectiveness of school - inadequate 
Care, guidance and support - satisfactory 
Leadership and management - satisfactory 

throughout the school and standards as 
‘satisfactory’. 

Mrs Hutchings goes on: “Pupils’ personal 
development and well-being, including their 
spiritual, moral, social and cultural aware¬ 
ness, are sound. 

“Parents and carers value the school’s sup¬ 
portive ethos and good relationships, mak¬ 
ing comments such as ‘the staff care about 
the education and welfare of all children’and 
‘teachers are approachable and committed’.” 

Headteacher Julia Tucker said: “The 
Ofsted inspectors agreed with our own 
analysis of our strengths and weaknesses. 

“They’ve agreed we’re an improving school 
and the reason we’ve been given a notice to 
improve is because we need to increase the 
pace of change. 

“We have made changes during this aca¬ 
demic year which have reversed a trend of 
declining standards and I’m pleased Ofsted 
recognised this.” 

Medway council’s children’s services boss 
Les Wicks said: “I have every confidence the 
headteacher and her staff can build on the 
Ofsted inspectors’ comments. 

“Everyone involved with the school has 
positive things to say about it and that goes 
a long way towards improvement.”

Family tough 
it to the top

FROM dodging bullets to 
scoring hits, the Cherry- 
holmes family have truly 
triumphed over adversity 

This unlikely-looking group are one 
of the hottest acts on the Amercian 
bluegrass scene, blowing audiences 
away with their talent. 

Their first album to be released on 
a record label reached number three 
in the Billboard bluegrass chart and 
earned them a Grammy nomination, 
but just nine years ago half their 
members had never even picked up 
an instrument. 

It was a terrible tragedy which 
prompted parents Jere and Sandy 
Lee to bring music into the family’s 
lives. 

In 1999 their oldest daughter 
Shelly died from chronic heart prob¬ 
lems, aged just 20. 

It was a dreadful time, not helped 
by the fact that the family were liv¬ 
ing in a tough Los Angeles neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

The children frequently had to do 
their homework while crouched 
between their beds because of the 
threat of drive-by shootings, so a trip 
to a bluegrass festival provided the 
chance briefly to escape their prob¬ 


lems and their grief. It was their first 
exposure to a genre which seemed 
completely alien, given their back¬ 
ground, but the experience inspired 
Jere and Sandy to incorporate music 
in their children’s home schooling. 

It became a core part of their stud¬ 
ies, which then developed into hours 
of playing together every night.

They self-released three albums 
before being signed to Skaggs Family 
Records and have toured inter¬ 
nationally, as well as being regulars 
at the historic Grand Ole Opry in 
Nashville. 

They will be stopping off in 
Maidstone on their way to headline 
the Cambridge Folk Festival. 

Cherryholmes will be joined on the 
bill by Elizabeth Cook, who is 
described as “a bona fide country 
singer”. A true traditional singer in 
the style of Loretta Lynn or Connie 
Smith, she appeared at the Grand 
Ole Opry more than 100 times before 
releasing her acclaimed debut 
album, Hey YAH. 

She is a talented singer, having co¬ 
written nine of the 11 tracks on her 
latest album Balls - including the 
brash anthem Sometimes It Takes 
Balls To Be A Woman.

A MAJOR new development has 
opened up in the sealife centre 
Nausicaa, which is one of Boulogne’s 
most popular tourist attractions. 

As well as its collection of tropical fish, re¬ 
creations of exotic nautical environments, 
sharks, sealions and penguins, the venue also 
has a new exhibition on the seas called The 
Sea - Live which has links to oceans across 
the world in real time as well as details of the 
environment and the people who five there. 

My family and I went into the large audi¬ 
torium for a glimpse of how tropical seas with 
their abundance of plant and marine life look 
and the problems they are facing. 

Now open and in place for the next two years 
the focus is on Madagascar and the Mozam¬ 
bique Channel. 

Audios and visuals give an account of the his¬ 
tory and formation of the land and seascape. 

The channel itself was formed 160 million 
years ago when a piece of land broke from the 
eastern side of Africa and formed the world’s 
fourth largest island. 

Located in the Indian Ocean, it has species 
quite distinct from elsewhere in the world. 

The display also featured interviews with 
experts on the evolution of this unusual area, 
as well as the importance of it to the creatures 
which live in the sea. 

Daily programmes can be modified to reflect 
conditions which exist in the area, bringing the 
imagery from this wonderful place completely 


up to date. We learnt that the ecosystem in the 
area is particularly fragile, and the display 
emphasises the intriguing story of the coela- 
canth, thought to have been extinct since prehis¬ 
toric times, but rediscovered in the last century. 

An interview with a fisheries expert also 
explained how it is most effective to maintain 
the supplies and thus benefit the natural 
environment, as well as the fishermen and the 
people who live in the area. 

Later, we took a simulated trip up a river 
estuary, and details of the land itself and its 


rainforest were revealed. 

Telescopes fixed to stakes in the sand enable 
pictures of fishing on the seabed to be trans¬ 
mitted and even locals’ huts are included. 

My family and I have always found 
Nausicaa a fantastic destination in its own 
right, but the fact that it’s in France just adds 
to the feel that you really are on holiday - even 
when it’s just a day trip. 

Add in a classy on-site restaurant with 
glorious sea views, and you might just be on to 
one of the experiences of the year.

No more action

WHEN Jackie Chan first 
heard about the fantast¬ 
ical concept of his new 
movie The Forbidden 
Kingdom, he certainly 
had his doubts. 

“I would never make this kind 
of film,” he says, smiling. “For me, 
these kinds of films are ridiculous. 
It doesn't make sense. But the 
American audience, I think, is 
interested. So every time I make 
an American film, I trust the 
American writer and the 
American director.” 

The film sees New York young 
kung fu fan Jason Tripitikas 
(Michael Angarano) magically 
thrust into ancient China where 
he befriends wise kung fu master 
Lu Yan (Jackie Chan) and a war¬ 
rior played by Jet Li. They team 
up to free the Monkey King, who 
has been imprisoned by the pow¬ 
erful Jade War Lord. 

Jackie, who shot much of the 
movie on location in China, says: 
“This is just like a fantasy - a 
fairytale, but I made this movie 
because I know American culture 
and American people like it.” 

Despite Chan’s initial 
reservations, he couldn’t resist the 
chance to work with another 
famous Chinese movie fighter - 
Jet Li - either. 

After years of trying to team up 
on film, Chan had almost given 
up on the idea of working with 
him by the time Forbidden 
Kingdom came along. 

“I have always hoped to make 
movies with some people I really 
admire, like Dustin Hoffman and 
Robert De Niro, before I retire 
from this business,” he says. 

“Jet Li is someone whom I have 
wanted to work for more than ten 
years. Every time I see Jet we say, 
‘Let’s do it!’ This time it happened 


because Casey [Silver] the pro¬ 
ducer was in the middle. Every 
ten days he would call and tell me 
Jet Li was happy with the script, 
before sending it to me. He was 
the one flying back and forth 
making the whole thing happen.” 

But far from being a battle 
of the egos between two movie 
martial arts legends, Chan 
says coordinating fight scenes 


with Li felt comfortable. 

“After the first cut, the director 
comes up and says ‘Can you guys 
slow down?’,” Chan says with a 
laugh. 

“I want to show off quick and he 
wants to show off quick, but then 
we slowed down. It was fun. 
Fighting with him is very com¬ 
fortable. I’ve fought so many dif¬ 
ferent actors who just don’t know 


man 


how to fight. It makes you hurt 
and it doesn’t look good. And I 
think because I’m good, it makes 
him comfortable!” 

However, Li is, at 45, almost ten 
years younger than Chan at 54. As 
the energetic and animated star 
grows older, it inevitably becomes 
harder to perform the big kung-fu 
stunts, he did so effortlessly on 
film at a younger age. 

Hence one of the reasons Chan is 
trying to make the transition from 
kung fu movie star to serious actor. 

“I think for the last six or five 
years, I’ve changed my style,” he 
says, earnestly. “Right after the 
Forbidden Kingdom, I finished a 
movie called The Shinjuku 
Incident. It’s maybe one per cent 
action. Heavy drama. The next 
one will be big action, then maybe 
a love story. 

“I want to change. I want to be a 
real actor and not just an action 
star. An action star’s film life is 
very short. Jackie Chan is a myth 
and I’m in survival right now. 

“It’s been more than 30 years, 
but how much longer can I keep 
fighting? This is why I have to 
change, change, change. I’m not 
like I used to be - I’m tired.”

Mortgage deals 
better with Abbey 

A NEW revised fixed rate mortgage deal 
has been launched by the Abbey. 

Those looking to take out mortgages 
are able to obtain two and three year 
fixed rates at up to 0.15 per cent less 
than previously offered. 

Abbey’s move is the latest in a series of 
recent changes by leaders in the market 
as a response to a fall in inter-bank lend¬ 
ing costs. 

Another company to cut back on rates 
recently was Woolwich which decreased 
fixed rates in some cases by up to 0.3 per 
cent. 

Such developments within the proper¬ 
ty industry have been viewed as a sign 
that the cost of mortgages is on a small 
down turn despite the lack of movement 
in interest rates. 

These have been held by the Bank of 
England in recent moves to stabilise the 
property market. 

Recently forecasters working for the 
Royal Bank of Scotland predicted that 
the base rate will remain at five per cent 
for the rest of this year, with the possibil¬ 
ity of movement in the first quarter of 
next year.

Agents confident of 
market turnaround 


Flood defence agreed 

Insurance and long-term strategies will help protect owners 


THE majority of estate agents across 
the UK are optimistic that house prices 
will be rising and the market buoyant a 
year from now. 

A survey of the industry conducted by 
Abbey said that 61 per cent of respon¬ 
dents were confident the downturn 
would be over in the next 12 months. 

And half of those contacted said they 
expected the time span to be just half 
that. 

Abbey’s head of mortgages Phil Cliff 
said: “Estate agents and homeowners 
believe that despite current movements 
in house prices we are unlikely to expe¬ 
rience a really prolonged fall.” 

Predictions such as these help to sta¬ 
bilise a volatile market and increase 
confidence for both investors and sellers. 

They are helped by banks lowering 
mortgage rates - which has taken place 
in some sectors of the business in the 
past few weeks. 

In the latest figures available in the 
market June saw a two per cent fall in 
house prices - a decrease of the 2.5 per 
cent recorded for May. 


THE insurance industry and the 
Government have reached an 
agreement to ensure householders 
are able to obtain protection 
against flooding. 

Both bodies have vowed to team up in a bid 
to protect properties at risk in a complemen¬ 
tary way. 

In recent years the county has seen serious 
flooding, particularly along the course of the 
River Medway. 

Fears over global warming have also added to 
improved sea defences along Romney Marsh. 

Other low-lying areas, such as Swale and 
other areas along the Thames Estuary, as well 
as Thanet, have also been cited as being at risk 
from waters. 

According to insurers they will assess some

properties at risk and the Government has 
promised to do more to protect housing from 
destructive waters. 

Under the new agreement, insurers will 
guarantee to provide protection to any proper¬ 
ty deemed to have a risk of less than one in 75 
from flood. 

In return, the Government has committed 
itself to a long-term 25-year strategy to 
improve flood defences across the UK. 

Environment Minister Phil Woolas said: 
“The insurance companies very reasonably 
said that it is necessary to have a long-term 
strategy - 25 years is the figure that we are 
going ahead with. We are looking at coastal 
flooding as well as river flooding and surface 
water flooding to ensure that the increased 


investment that we have - and we have 
increased investment in flood defences quite 
substantially in this country - is sustained in 
the long term.” 

Mr Woolas said the Environment Agency 
should make use of new powers to block pro¬ 
posed developments at risk of flood and 
explained insurers were ready to offer 
improved premiums to householders who pro¬ 
tect their homes against the risks. 

He added: ‘What has changed is the climate 
change predictions the scientists are giving 
us; that the extreme weather conditions are 
going to increase in the decades to come. That 
requires a long-term strategy. 

“It is something we have been negotiating 
with the insurance industry in some detail. 
They, quite understandably, want to have assur¬ 
ances that homes are protected and we, quite 
understandably, want to do that in any event.”

Slick Tiguan answering 
a need for greener 4x4s 


OVERALL demand for 4x4s might 
be in the muck, but some are still 
squeaky clean. 

The VW Tiguan is one that ticks most boxes 
for a modern-day SUV (sports utility vehicle): 
compact footprint, top-notch engines, excellent 
on-road ability and decent off-road powers too. 

And VW hedged its bets by launching two 
Tiguans: an everyday model and the ‘Escape’ 
intended to allow owners to do just that. 

It puts most other compact ‘soft-roaders’ in 
their place when the going gets tough, with a 
shorter front overhang - that improves the 
styling in my opinion - radiator and sump 
guards, plus a standard-fit ‘off-road mode’ 
that optimises hill descent control and other 
driver/mechanical aids. 

But ‘long nose’ rather than Escape versions 
claim 95 per cent of Tiguan sales and usually 
in 2.0-litre diesel mid-range SE trim (£21,770 
for 138bhp version) as tested here, though 
high diesel fuel prices make a strong case for 
the so-called ‘twin charger’ Tiguan, featuring a 
lightweight 148bhp 1.4-litre petrol engine 
with supercharger and turbocharger, allowing 
decent economy plus diesel style pulling power

and low emissions. It certainly makes the 
Tiguan feel nimble and knocks around £1,000 
off prices for diesel equivalents. 

Nevertheless, the 2.0-litre diesel is the con¬ 
summate all-rounder: smooth, refined and 
powerful. 

The Tiguan interior is typical VW, mixing 
robust quality, good ergonomics and stowage 
and fine seating. Space engineering is excel¬ 
lent so, despite being roughly the same size as 
key competitors, the car feels more spacious 
and has a decent boot plus lift-up tailgate and 
room for a spare wheel. 

The car has a maximum five-star rating for 
occupant protection by Euro NCAP, plus four 
stars for child safety and two stars for pedes¬ 
trian protection. 

The Tiguan is also one of the best ‘drives’ in 
class. The ride is frrmish, but the chassis ensures 
that a relatively high vehicle comers with a flat 
stance. With the low down pulling power of the 
test car’s 2.0-litre diesel, the Tiguan can be 
pushed hard on a challenging road, aided by a 
precise six-speed gearbox allowing steady and 
quiet motorway cruising too.

FORGIVE a whiff of smugness at 
your local Skoda dealer this week 
when the all-new Superb model 
arrives. 

For this smart new model says a final goodbye 
to an era that lingered overlong - Skoda jokes. 

Mickey-taking began in the late 1980s 
when the Czech brand’s rear-engine Estelle 
began to look hopelessly obsolete against 
modem Western models such as the VW Golf 
and Ford Escort. 

A favourite jibe was “How do you double the 
value of a Skoda? Fill the tank.” 

Skodas were cheap, spacious and mgged 
and extra traction gained from pairing engine 
and driving wheels at the back suited poor 
quality roads in the old Soviet empire, but 
the Estelle and its optimistically named Rapid 
sister delivered questionable handling on 
modem faster roads in the UK - as I found 
during a wet test drive in the late 1980s. 

Nevertheless, reliability and a successful 
rally heritage inspired loyalty amongst a 
small band of owners and dealers such as 
Adamsons at Walmer, Deal, which is now 
reaping the rewards of sticking with the brand 
for some 30 years through thick and thin. 

The thin was the Estelle. Proprietor Robbie 
Adamson admitted: “It had its funny ways, 
but it cost just £2,399 and came with two-and- 
a-half years’ warranty - quite a deal for those 
days. 

“Skoda is so different now though, since 
the takeover by VW. The little Fabia is our 
best-seller by far and the environmentally- 
friendly Greenline version is creating a lot of 
interest, while the Octavia is a fabulous option 
for business users.” 

But he added tomorrow’s unveiling of the 
luxurious yet still affordable new Superb 
would complete the brand’s transformation. 

Prices start from £15,490 and threaten 
cars like the Ford Mondeo, forthcoming 
Vauxhall Insignia and even the German exec¬ 
utive marques. 

Unlike the outgoing car, a stretched and 
‘warmed over’ VW Passat, the new car is a 


completely new model with dual-purpose load 
space access via a conventional bootlid 
that can also become a hatchback at the touch 
of a button. 


Mr Adamson said it could satisfy those who 
liked hatchbacks for their ability to cope with 
big loads and those who preferred the ‘execu¬ 
tive’ look of a booted saloon.

Investments fuel 
employment boom 

And science park bucks trend in commercial property

MORE than 1,600 new 
jobs have been created in 
Ashford in the past year - 
according to an organisa¬ 
tion given the task of 
managing the growth of 
the town. 

Ashford is thought to be the 
fastest-growing town between 
London and continental Europe, 
with ambitious plans to create 
28,000 new jobs and build 31,000 
homes by 2031. 

About £2.5 billion of public and 
private sector money is expected 
to be invested in the town - which 
with Thames Gateway is ear¬ 
marked as a major growth area. 

Training in highly-skilled sec¬ 
tors is growing. For example, 

Hitachi Rail Maintenance opened 
its train centre in October, and 
gives the town’s school and college 
leavers chances to join an appren¬ 
ticeship scheme. 

Judith Armitt, managing direc¬ 
tor of Ashford’s Future, said: “This 
is an exciting time for the town. 

We can predict many others will 
soon find Ashford best placed to 
do business.” 

Locate in Kent, the county’s 
investment promotion agency, 
assisted companies to create or 
retain 1,047 jobs in Ashford 
between April 2007 and this April. 

Chief executive Paul Wookey 
said: “Half our successes have been 
in the ICT sector, with other jobs

being created in construction and 
property, financial services, engi¬ 
neering and printing. Furthermore, 
75 per cent were knowledge-based 
jobs indicating the town is attract¬ 
ing a high-quality workforce.” 

Major development plans have 
been unveiled at Kent Science 
Park, near Sittingbourne, involv¬ 
ing £25m-worth of investment 
over the next five years and the 
creation of 500 new jobs - increas¬ 
ing the total there by a half. 

Proposals, which could also 


prove to be controversial, include 
a new arrivals centre, for which a 
planning application has just 
been lodged with Swale council. 

Another proposal is the develop¬ 
ment of further technology units 
following the success of the 
recently completed first phase of 
new buildings. 

The most significant investment 
is in the extension of the park by 
four hectares, from 22 hectares. 

This is to accommodate tenants 
who are expanding, and new com¬ 


panies, within 129,000 sq ft of 
new commercial property as the 
park bucks the trend in the com¬ 
mercial property market. 

As part of these proposals the 
park is consulting with residents, 
in particular those who live on 
Ruins Bam Road and Broadoak 
Road, hosting a public meeting, 
and producing a newsletter and a 
website which contains details of 
the proposals.

GILLINGHAM boss Mark Stimson 
will give the clearest indication yet 
on who he thinks is his strongest 
side when an Ipswich Town XI visit 
Priestfield this evening. 

The League Two club have had a mixed start 
to pre-season so far, with an 8-0 romp at 
Faversham Town sandwiched by 1-0 defeats 
against Stevenage Borough and Grays Athletic. 

After giving everyone at least 45 minutes to 
impress, Stimson intends to play his first- 
choice team tonight and against Birmingham 
City on Saturday. 

Improvement 

While two defeats out of three is not what 
the Gills manager would have wanted, he 
hopes the next two games will show signs of 
improvement. 

He said: “The most important thing is to get 
the fitness levels right because we have two 
tough games, against Ipswich and Birmingham. 

‘We will be working on how to contain teams 
like them because we might come up against a 
couple of good teams in our division this year. 

“We have got to realise that when we get the 
ball we have to keep hold of it. If we give it 
away against Ipswich or Birmingham they 
will punish you.” 

Gills fans should get their first sight of new 


signing Mark McCammon this week. The 
striker has been rested so far but is expected 
to make his debut this week. 

Stimson expects both McCammon and 
Nicky Southall, who has been kept out so far 
by injury, to push for a place in the starting 
fine-up at the start of the season. 

He said: “We still haven’t seen Nicky and 


Mark, when they come back they will throw 
their name into the hat. 

“It’s all mounting nicely, we are gradually 
getting fitter each week and when we get to 
the Bournemouth game [on August 9], whoev¬ 
er is fit and does well will play.”

Tickets sell-out as

THE KENT Spitfires travel to the Rose 
Bowl this weekend looking to make it back- 
to-back Twenty20 trophy wins. 

Rob Key’s side face the Essex Eagles in 
the first semi-final of the day but the win¬ 
ners will not only boast of a place in the 
afternoon’s final, they will also be the first 
county to represent England in this sum¬ 
mer’s inaugural Champions League. 

Spitfire fans have been flocking to the St 
Lawrence Ground this week to get their 
tickets for Saturday’s Twenty20 finals day 
at Hamsphire’s Rose Bowl. 

The demand for tickets has been so high 
that the club has had to get more from the 
Rose Bowl which will make Kent the best 
supported club in the final. 

The club sold their allocation last week 
and have gone back for a further 300 tick¬ 
ets because the demand in the county has 
been so high. 

Kent’s commercial and operations direc¬ 
tor, Jon Fordham said the club were a little 
taken aback at the demand to see Key’s side 
in the final. 

He said: “It has been a novel experience 
which took us by surprise really because of 
the level of interest from supporters. 

“Last year for Twenty20 finals day we 
had to return about 500 tickets of the 1,600 
we were given. 

“But we sold out our allocation by 
Thursday morning and we managed to get 
a further 300 from the Rose Bowl. 

“By the looks of it we will have sold 1,800 
tickets which will make Kent the best sup¬ 
ported club out of the four finalists.” 

While the Twenty20 tickets have been 
selling like the proverbial hot cakes, so too 
have places for the Friends Provident 
Trophy final against the Essex Eagles at 
Lord’s on August 16. 

The club have already sold their 4,500 
allocation and Fordham has been selling a 
further 1,000 he received this week. 

Essex are yet to put their tickets on sale 
and it is expected they will be unable to sell 
their allocation and may have to return 
some. Fordham has not ruled out asking 
for some more for Kent, if the demand is 
still high.
